member of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
local agent for the Burns, Laird and Coast 
Lines, blamed the live-stock policy of the 
Northern and Free State Governments for 
the present depressed state of the Irish 
cattle trade, and demanded an inquiry 
with a view to having a remedy applied.

‘“ DISASTROUS EFFECTS.” 

Just as agriculture was the mainstay of 
their trade and commerce, Mr. McCarter said, 
so the live stock industry was the main 
spring of agriculture, and this, again, had 
special application to Ireland, which Nature 
had made one of the best cattle-producing 
countries in the world. 

Proceeding, he said:—‘‘ About three years 
ago the ‘Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
issued an Order, known, I believe, as the 
Bull Restriction Order. Its effect, briefly, 
was to provide that all bulls must be re- 
gistered, and no bull might be registered 
until certified by an Inspector of the depart- 
ment, and the only bulls passed by the In- 
spectors must be pure-bred bulls. 

TO IMPROVE THE STOOK. 

“This Order makes it illegal for any 
farmer to possess a bull other than a certified 
and registered animal, the object being to 
improve the stock of the country. The Order 
was generally approved of at the time it was 
héad as admittedly a grit many inferior 
cattle were being produced owing to careless- 
ness and indifference on the part of farmers 
in the matter of breeding. . A similar Order 
was adopted by the Irish Free State authori- 
ties about a year later. 

“The Order may be said to have attained the 
object aimed at, inasmuch as the class of 
animals now being produced has visibly im- 
proved. On the other hand, its effects on 
the numbers of stock in the country has been 
little short of disastrous. 

“ For some reason, which I must leave the 
experts to explain, the pure-bred bulls are 
much less fruitful than the cross-breds, with 
the result that in most districts fully fifty 
om cent, of the cows fail to fructify. Many 
armers who have ten or twelve cows, and 
should have an equal number of calves, have 
only four or five. The pure-breds also appear 
to lack the virility of the cross-breds, and 
there are consequently numerous cases of 
abortion and of delicate calves, which have 
not got the stamina and disease-resisting 
ability of the progeny of the old strong 
cross-bred bulls. 

THE SMALL FARMER. 

“Then, in the poorer and sparser districts, 
where formerly every heifer was ‘served by 
some of the ‘scrub’ bulls which were 
allowed to roam the fields in every district, 
this has all come to an end, and the small 
farmer does not take the trouble to take his 
heifers sometimes a considerable distance and 
pay a considerable fee. 

“The net result is that to-day there is a 
general shortage of young cattle in the 
country. The shortage has resulted in high 
prices for store cattle out of all proportion 
to the price obtainable for the finished article 
as beef, and it is the strong opinion of many 
cattle-dealers and others interested that if the 
requirements of the departments, both North 
and South, are not relaxed, and relaxed very 
quickly, the cattle trade of Ireland will have 
suffered ,such damage as it may never re- 
cover from. 

SCARCITY OF YOUNG CATTLE. 

“1 am also aware that a number of 
scientific farmers who have the means and 
abunty to study and take extra care of their 
stock, and who go in for high-class pure- 
breu animals, would probably describe my 
statements as rank heresy and retrogression. 
I make them a present of all their expert 
knowledge, all their experience, and all their 
theories. I am not dealing in theories, 
expert or otherwise. I base my case on 
the definite, ascertainable and _ incontro- 
vertible fact that the exportable surplus of 
Irish cattle is being rapidly reduced, that 
senreity of young cattle has raised stores 
to such a price that it is impossible to feed 
them for profit, that farmers, and parti- 
cularly small farmers, are suffering serious 
loss in consequence. 

‘Smal! farmers are in the vast majority, 
and form the backbone of Irish agriculture. 
To injure and impoverish them is to sap 
the very foundations of our commercial 
structure. It means loss to the shopkeeper, 
to the wholesaler, to the banks, the railways, 
the carrying companies, and every interest 
in the country. It means less work all 
round, and, to complete the vicious circle, 
increased emigration, 

XPORTS DOWN. 

“The published returns of the Depart- 
ments in regard to exports of cattle Ma 
Ireland show that the exports for last year 
were the lowest recorded for the past ten 
Fast In 1924 exports exceeded a million 
ead. In 1925 they fell to 781,000, and in 
1926 they further fell to 721,000, while this 
year promises to be worse than ever before. 

have never heard more general complaints 
about the scarcity of cattle in the country. 
The relatively smal] exports of the past two 
ears should, in ordinary circumstances, 
ave left this country with a larger surplus 
stock, yet the very reverse is the case, and 
the outlook for the cattle trade was never 
more gloomy than it is at present. 

“This is a very serious state of affairs. 
Ireland cannot afford to have a trade in 
cattle and butter worth £25,000,000 a year 
destroyed; and yet our stocks and trade 
have been reduced to this deplorable condi- 
tion at a time when Ireland has to meet 
strong competition in the British market 
from Canadian cattle and from extra- 
ordinarily cheap chilled meat from the 
Argentine, With stocks being artificially 
curtailed by the Governments’ policy, how- 
ever, this country is very seriously handi- 

, and runs the risk of losing the most 
valuable trade it possesses. 
! a ic PE AIM. 

“I am not ing fault for a moment 
with the aim. of he bai to improve 
the breed and guality of Irish cattle. It is 
a perfectly laudable and legitimate object. 
If the old cross-breds were being replaced 
by better cattle it would be a matter for 
congratulation, but the fact is that the old 
hardy cross-breds aré being exterminated, 
and, in a very large number of cases, they 
are replaced by nothing, or by animals less 
able to stand the aries of our climate, 
s the hardships of our smalí mountain 
arms.

machinery to deal with questions which arise 
from time to time in the workshop, In re- 
sponse to this desire, a comprehensive scheme 
has been prepared. It is being submitted’ to 
the executive committees of the various trade 
unions for consideration, and, if necessary, 
amendments can be submitted, which will be 
considered at a further meeting, which is 
being arranged for the 8th of June. Amend- 
ments, if any, should be sent to the joint 
secretaries, Mr. F. Smith, Secretary, Engi- 
neers’ and Ship-builders’ Federation, and Mr. 
Cramp, National Union of Railwaymen. 

OBJECT OF THE SCHEME. 

The obiect of the scheme is to afford full 
facilities for the discussion and settlement of 
all questions relating to the rates of pay, 
hours of duty, and general conditions of em- 
ployment (other than matters of management 
and discipline, which will continue to be dealt. 
with as at present), of the male wages staff 
employed by the railway companies of the 
Irish Free State and Northern Ireland, under 
conditions other than those covered by the 
conciliation scheme. The scheme is based on 
the same principle as that which has already 
been accepted by the railwaymen in, Great 
Britain. It makes provision for shop com- 
mittees, works committees, and a National 
Council composed of a general managers’ 
committee and six representatives from the 
trade unions. 

An important feature of this scheme is that 
any matter which is not definitely settled 
can be referred to a court of inquiry set up 
under the Ministry for Industry and Com- 
merce, Dublin, or the Ministry of Labour, 
Belfast. 

It is also provided that:—‘‘ There shall be 
no withdrawal of labour or lock-out of work- 
men, pending the result of negotiations, in 
the manner ‘provided, on any matter coming 
within the purview of this scheme.” . 

It is understood that, after the meeting on 
the 8th June, the scheme then agreed to will 
be submitted to the general managers of the 
various Irish railway companies for negotia- 
tions between the parties. | 


BANK CLERKS SENT FOR

TWO CHARGES AT BELFAST.

bank. The defendant told the witness on 
12th November that he had received that 
sum and did not put it through the books of 
the bank. The bank had made good the 
money to the customer, and had not, to his 
knowledge, received the money from the 
prisoner. 

Giving evidence in the charge against 
Whelan, tne witness said that the prisoner 
had received a lodgment of £16 8s. ód. on 
behalf of three customers who had a. joint 
account, The amount was not entered in the 
books of the bank. Witness saw the accused 
in hospital on 13th November, and he then 
admitted to him having received the money. 
He was suspended on 12th November.

necessity of retaining, their. custom by 
doing the thing as it is done, in the best 
London hotels, i 
A CONTRAST 
The observaticus above applyionly to the 
hotels. The kitchens and’ ‘tables: of some 
popular restaurants are conducted of the 
rinciple that “anything at all will do,"’’so 
géim as it is sufficiently big-looking. These 
eating-houses, however, are quite as ex- 
pensive as the hotels‘ when it ‘comes to 
charges. Here is an actual 3s. 6d. luncheon 
served last week at a Dublin restaur- 
ant:—Soup. (waterish gravy ora clammy, 
half-cold mess), boiled eod' with séme flaccid 
sauce, steak and kidney pie, frnit salad, and 


luncheon mene at ós at a Dublin restanr- 
hotel was :—AHors d’euyres, two. choices -of 
soup, fried fillets of plaice with lemon ‘sauce, 
tripe and cowheel, roast sirloin of beef larded, 
a selection from three or four sweets, biscuits 
and cheese and coffee.

Continent, 
where everyone knows how to eat. All these

There is, undoubtedly, good cooking to be 
had at the leading Dublin. hotels, and just 
as certain is it. that) the demand for it is 
increasing. ‘There--is a continual going and 
coming of visitors from.other lands, who must 
get the food they are used to, and: from them 
a better taste in the things of ‘the table is 
spreading to the ‘resident population. It 
may seem strange, but it is true, that a high.

Tn the Northern House of Commons 


for Commerce, announced that the 
Government of Nofsthern, Ireland had .ve- 
quested the London: .postal. authorities to 
arrange that the mails to and from Belfast 
should be carried henceforward by the 
Holyhead-Kingstown route. During the 
last few years the. mails. for Northern 
Ireland have been sent either by Fleet- 
wood or by Stranraer. “Phe Kingstown- 
Holyhead. service was abandoned during 
the “ trouble,” in consequence of certain 


the Northern Government has been trying: 


completely independent of the Free State. 
The results were highly unsatisfactory for 
everybody. Letters posted in London 


delivered in Belfast by the first delivery on 
the following morning; but the vast bulk 
of correspondence..was not posted in time 
for this route, and, consequently, was sent 
by Stranraer and Larne;-reaching the 
Northern capital in time only for. the 
second delivery at 10.45-a.m, The service 
from Belfast to London was almost equally 
bad.

ning their trains to their exact schedule. 
Mr. Milne Barbour informed the, House, 
‘therefore, that the only. practicable solu- 
tion of the difficulty lay in the restoration 
of ‘the mail service via Kingstown and 
Holyhead. In ‘Tutire the © mass:’of 
Northern mails will come and go by tlie 
Kingstown boats. This change will mean 
that letters posted in Belfast up to 5 p.m. 
will be in time for the first London de-

When the Great War ended British 
industry realised that every branch 
of manufacture must be reorganised 
on scientific lines. Germany, 
the “war,

of yarn when the spindle upon which it 
is being spun is travelling at a rate as 
high as 10,000 revolutions a minute, One 
outcome of experiments with “these 
appliances has been the invention of a 
machine with which wool may be spun 
into. worsted far finer than any that has 
been seen hitherto. The invention is 
based on the discovery that, whereas a 
wool yarn will stretch 10.to 15 per cent. 
in normal condition, it may be stretched 
in.a humid state 25 to 30 per cent. without 
damage, and set at this extended length.

News was received. at. his house,’ Newton 
‘Hall, Cambridgeshire, by: cable from Naples, 
yesterday, of the death of Sir Charles Wals- 
ton,” who had. been eminent if the lifg- oí 
Cambridge University, with which he first 
hecame ,associated nearly. half. a century ago.

HEAVY CHINESE CASUALTIES. 

The Chinese casualties resulting from 
the clash with the British troops. are not

about a dozen men. é 

The terrorised Northerners, in trying. te 
escape the Cantonese, disregarded the British f 
rders to halt, and rushed the barricades 
entering the settlement, firing back on both 
‘he British and the advancing -Cantonese. 
Hence the British had no alternative but te 
fire, which they did with rifles and machine 
runs, until the Northerners surrendered and 
jropped their guns, following which they 
were rounded up and marched to the concen- 
tration cainp. 

“The remainder of thé Northern force 
of approximately 1,200 rushed through 
another street toward. the sector held by 
the Japanese. The Japanese managed to 
hold them back without firing, until the 
(Chinese were convinced they must “sur- 
render, following which they were per- 
mitted to enter the Settlement and march 
to the internment dépót. 

“ The British military officials, seriously 
concerned with the days events, are 
doubling their forces at all sectors, and 
sending urgent requests for more rein- 
forcements to Hong Kong and Singapore, 
although General John Duncan stated to- 
night that he believed the worst was over, 
unless the Cantonese decide to adopt mili- 
tary measures following today’s activi- 
ties.

After a long argament, during which an | 
attempt was made to search Colonel Hey- 
wood,,.and his chauffeur. was beaten, 
Nationalist gunmen arrived -on the scene, 
and the crowd made a sudden rush. 

The British officers were rescued in the 
nick of time by another escort sent by the 
Nationalist commander, which arrived post 
haste in a second car. .

MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 


In the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday Mr. J. Milne Barbour, the 
Minister for Comifierce, replying to Mr. 
Devlin, said that for some time past his 
Ministry had, been in close.touch with the 
postal authorities and: the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish: Railway Company. with 
a view to securing an acceleration of the 
services at present used by the Post Office 
for the conveyance of mails between 
Belfast and London. 

Apart from certain special~ late fee 
arrangements, mails posted in London up 
to about á p.m. each day—the actual hour 
being dependent upon “the locality in 
‘which ‘théy were posted— were conveyed to 
Belfast ria Fleetwood, and were due for 
arrival in Belfast at 6.20 a.m. every week- 
day, except Mondays 

Arrival at that hour ensured the in- 
clusion of such mails in the first delivery 
in Belfast, commencing at 7,50 a.m. 
When, however, owing to the late arrival 
of the Fleetwood steamer, connection with 
the first delivery failed, the mails were 
held over for the second delivery, com- 
mencing at 10,45 a.m. 

The great bulk of the letters, however, 
were posted in London too late for con-. 
veyance via Fleetwood, and consequently 
were forwarded via Stranraer, by the mail 
train which left Euston at 8.40 p.m. In 
addition to Northern Ireland letters, the 
train carried the very heavy mails for the 
Midlands and North of England and Secot- 
land. ‘and the present hour of departure 
from Euston was the earliest that would 
permit of these niails being included. 
letters conveyed via Stranraer were due 
to reach Belfast at 9.50 a.m., but although 
there had been a marked improvement in 
this respect of late, the railway company 
had not been able, for various réasons, 
consistently to maintain. the scheduled 
time of arrival. 


JOINT INVESTIGATION.

CONTROLLED ARTICLES. 

The’ controlled aterials are yeast, 
treacle, brown adic: molasses, golden 
syrup, malt and hops. Permits are issued 
on standard forms by the Civic Guard to 
persons living within the prescribed area 
who desire to buy these materials, and 
also to people who wish to sell them. It 
is an offence for a merchant to sel] these 
materials without a permit, or to dispose 
of them in any quantity to a person who 
has not got a.permit. Registers showing 
sales have to be kept. 

The sergeant of the Civic Guard station 
is the local authority to issue these per- 
mits: . The fine for a first offence will 
not, exceed £50, and for a second offence 
£100, with forfeiture of the materials. 
This is one of the most important provi- 
sions of the 1924 Act. In some cases the 
poteen ‘makers evade this legislation by 
using ordinary white sugar, which is not 
restricted, and. extract a home-made 
material from: “ barmed’’ potatoes and 
mangolds. They also use “' bluestone,’ 
which is purchased for spraying potatoes, 
to give the liquor strength and a “grip,” 
and to take away the odour and taste of 
the other ingredients. 


THE MARKET FOR POTEEN. 

Another section of the Act provides for 
the limitation of the market for poteen. 
It is very little use for people to manuf 'e- 
ture poteen unless they have a sale for :t.

IN THE NORTH. 


In certain districts there ts a 
considerable amount of illicit distilla- 
tion. That is @ matter that can only 
be dealt with by an efficient police 
force, and by stern and severe 
measures on the part of the magis- 
trates in cases coming before them.— 
The Lord Chief Justice of Northern 
Ireland at Omagh yesterday. 
again secure another licence. This is the 
only case in which one endorsement is suffi- 
cient’ to cancel a licence. Before this Act 
became -operative some publicans sold 
 poteen after it had been mixed with gin, 

and coloured. it with rum. 

It is sometimes very difficult for the 
Civic’ Guard in Court to prove that the 
‘liquor seized is poteen. Some of them, 
however, can tell poteen either by taste or 
by smell. 

THE POWER OF SEARCH. 

The Act also enables the Guard to search 
for illicitly distilled liquor without a 
warrant. In the past only the finding of 
such: liquor justified the entering and 
searching of a house. The police are also 
empowered to stop and search cars and 
persons on the public highway for pos- 
session of materials which, when found, 
can be seized, and a prosecution follows. 

The poteen evil is so widespread in 
certain counties that in some places it is 
necessary to establish a Guards’ station 
solely to deal with it. The Guards have 
many difficulties to encounter, and some- 
times run considerable risks in the detec- 
tion of illicit distillation. Islands around 
the coast and in the lakes of Connemara 
are used for the purposes of making poteen. 
In many cases the Guards find it hard 
to obtain boats, and it is necessary to 
equip them witb boats in certain areas. 


WATCHING FOR SMOKE. 

Much could be written of lonely watches 
by the Guards by the lakesides or sea- 
shores, hidden in the grass and. behind 
stones and hedges waiting for the move- 
ment, the gleam of light, or the wisp of 
smoke that betrays the enemies of the

John Byrne stated that he was an assistant 
in the deceased's shop in 1913. On a date in 
July of that year Mr. Dooley called him over 
to his desk and said, “ John, this is my will; 
I want you to witness my signature,’’ Wit- 
ness saw d sign a document, and then 

ut his own name to the paper. He saw 
Seeesebd subsequently give the. will to Miss 
Deasy, his secretary. 

George Dooley, the plaintiff, stated ‘that he 
assisted his father in the management,of his 
business and farms. In the summer of 1915 
his father was seriouly ill, bit reeévered. 
He did not know then that his father made 
a will. In 1916 his father again got seriously 
ill, and Mr. O’Brien, manager of the bank, 
came over, In witness’s presence his father 
said to Mr. O’Brien: “I have been very 
prosperous in life. As regards my property, 
all my land and my shop is going to my son 
George. As to the business I had with you, 
there are certain moneys on deposit, and. the 
instructions I send to you concerning them are 
to be carried out.” He paused, and the 
witness said, ‘‘ Father, what about this 
money on deposit?’’ His father turned to 
him and said, ‘“‘ That does not concern you 
at all, at all.” After his father's death 
the witness ascertained that a sum of 
£6,803 had been placed on deposit in the 
bank in the names of Miss Deasy and Peter 
Doyle. . A sum. of £1,726, consisting of 
cheques and cash, had also been lodged in 
the same names on the 15th August, 1916. 
As the result of those lodgments, there was 
no ready money to carry on the business, 
get an overdraft sanctioned. 
He identified an entry in his father’s pocket- 
book as being in his father’s handwriting. 
It set out the existing incomes of Bridget, 
Annie, Mary, and Fannie, and the amounts 
by which they were to be increased. ‘The 
sums deposited ‘in the bank, if invested, 
would have increased the incomes to the 
amounts fixed by his father and leave £1,000 
over. The witness was prepared to settle 
with his sisters, but Miss Deasy would not 
release the money until everyone was satisfied. 
On 7th November, 1925, he had a conver- 
sation with Miss Deasy. Prior to that he 
had no. knowledge of the exact circumstances 
under which the will of 1913 was destroyed, 
or the circumstances under which the 1916 
will was brought into existence. He traced 
the Mr, Malony who witnessed the 1916 will, 
He was over 80 and appeared to have had 
a “stroke.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, the plaintiff 
said that, although his father died in August, 
1916, he did not see the will of 1916 until 
August, 1917. All during that year he met 
the witnesses, Nicholas Kelly and Pat Dooley, 
but they did not tell him about the signing 
of the will of the 15th August, 1916. — He 
did not hear of the will of 1913 until 1917. 
Immediately after his father’s death Miss 
Deasy told him of a will in the National 
Bank, under which he was left all. the pro- 
perty. He left the matter so. Miss Deasy 
also told him that the money on deposit 
receipt. was for the girls, He claimed the 
money taken out of the shop and put on 
deposit. receipt after his father’s death. He 
admitted writing a letter on 12th July, 1922, 
to his sister Fanny, in which he claimed 
the balance of the suu of £6,803, after carry- 
ing out the terms of his father’s memorandum 
and paying certain small bequests, He did 
not propose to use this money for himself. 
His father was to give £500 for the Chapel 
Fund, and he supposed it was to come out 
of that money. The plaintiff added that 
actually in the letter referred to he offered 
his sisters a sum amounting to £10,000 to 
settle matters. 

Replying to Mr. Wood, the plaintiff said 
that he had a conversation with Miss Deasy 
after his father’s faneral. She told him 
about the will in the National Bank, and 
said that he was all right, as he got all 
the lands, the shop, and the stocks and 
shares. He asked what about the girls, and 
Miss Deasy said they would have the shares 
already given to them and the moneys on 
deposit. Miss Deasy then brought him a 
memorandum which, she said, was drawn up 
at the dictation of his father. Some time 
previously, she said, Mr. Doolin’s father 
asked her to ascertain for him the amount 
of the girls’ dividends from the shares trans- 
ferred to them. 

Percy O’Brien, who was formerly a mana- 
ger of the National Bank, Lid., gave 
evidence as to the lodgment of the wills of 
1913 and 1916 in the New Ross branch of the 
bank, and of their subsequent. withdrawals:

man be detained until the pleasure of the 
Governor was known 

The evidence showed that the accused man 
was greatly ‘upset afte? his brothe?, David, 
was sent to the asylum, and that the prisoner 
was quite mad on the occasion. 

The judge directed the jury to find the 
prisoner guilty, by insane.
